any of them has the slightest idea 
regarding its history, om meaning. 
‘Ag nmatter of fact what ig now 
.. the joss house is simply what 're- 
"mains of the: west gate of those 
old gardens. As to its bezinning 
and history, an old and much re- 
" gpectsd Chinese resident of Kow-. 
Joon told..me the following story 4 
which I believe to be true in every 
details’, : , 

LEPER'S GHOST. | 
About twenty yenrs ago, there 
“appeared in these parts a Cainese 
beggar suffering fearfully« from 
that universally-dreaded ° disease, 
vo leprosy. No-one, of course, would 
allow him near them nor take ty 
"trouble to see that he had any- 
thing to;eat, nor would they give 
‘Aim ghelter. Finally, being unable 
to obtain the nécessitios. of life or 
a place of shelter, he went” into 
the garden .and lay down beside. 
the gate and died, . From that-day 
the district was faunted by “the, 
_ ghost: of the lener beggar - which 
-brouzht great discomfort: to the 

. superstitious: ” Fs 
Waat was to:be done? Nothing, 
of course, for how was one to-deal 
with a ghost? But the Chinese 
are nothing if not able to mect 
situations, and to meet this one it 
was decided that as the ghost of 
** the beggar was, hungry, he should 
be fed and comforted, for thus he 
‘vould become more reasonable and 
mot continue to disturb the com- 
“munity by his nightly .wanderings. 
"So food and'wing were offered by 
the people, and, strange to relate,. 
‘a change for the better was 
noticed: almost immediately, and, 
py continuing to make these offer- 
jnga‘the ghost completely ‘stopped | 
hig. wanderinzs and once more the 
community way at peace.” + 
Then the rumour got about that 
the leper was a great gambler in 
his day.’ When this came to the 
ears of the. gambling fraternity 
they immediately adopted the leper 
. beggar as their Patron Saint and 
“prayed ‘that he. would grant them 
success in their games of chante. 
Certain ones prayed and were re- 
warded, ‘and, of course, this was 
passed on to others, with. a bit 
added as the tale grew. Soon the 
little joss house ‘became famous, 
“and'still. greater sums were re- 
ported to have been won after help 
had: been requested from the 
leper beggar. , People fiocked there 
«to do, honour to one who was . 80 
cléver in his day and to usk that 
 sgood luck “mizht follow their 
business. Only yesterday, says the' 
_ eorrespondent, ] saw ‘a company of 
Chinese ladies'dressed in the finest 
silk, accompanied by servants, 
worshipping there. .
